C h ica g o, June l l —John Griscom, the 
gentleman who is at present attempting 
a fifty days fast in this city, commenced 
his self-imposed task on May 28tb, at 
which time he partook but sparingly of a 
lunch in tho club-room of the Sherman 
house. At two minutes before twelve 
o’clock of that day, he ceased eating and 
tho fast began. His dinner consisted of 
graham bread, boiled potatoes, roast veal, 
and green peas. His weight at that time 
when relieved of all clothing, was 197!^ 
pounds. Ho is 38 years old, but looks 
much younger. He is closely attended 
by eminent and respectable physicians of 
Chicago and elsewhere, who make hour­ 
ly tests in regard to his condition. This 
is the fourteenth day of his starvation 
f 
>recess, and he has partaken of absolute- 
y nothing since he commenced, but a 
few ounces of pure water daily. 
Previous to tho commencement of the 
fast, he only partook of one meal daily 
for some time, and that his mind has 
more influence over his body than food 
would have now. He said likewise that 
he hail fasted fifty times before, of from 
five to twenty days duration, and at those 
times did not feel in the least inconven­ 
ienced by lack of food. 
The doctors of 
the Bush medical college are very inter­ 
ested in his case, and devote much time 
and attention in thorough examinations. 
Dr. 'Fanner ate dinner with him tho day 
he commenced fasting, and since that 
time, Tanner has been but seldom seen. 
It is thought lately that ho has commit­ 
ted suicide—Grlscom being a Chicago 
man aud sure of success. He I isis lost iii 
in weight since he commenced, twenty- 
two pounds.

Gilbert Francis Vertzen was l>om in 
Versailles, France, in 1810, aud through 
his veins coursed noble blood. In his 
youth he enjoyed all the advantages of 
tho best academies of his native country; 
but w hile in his last year at college, lie 
fell desperately in love with a young and 
beautiful woman. She was above him 
in rank and station, and through tho in- 
iluenee of parents repelled his ardent 
snit.

D uring tho third 
I year, th e ring gradually increases, and 
a t th ree years of age it is com pletely 
form ed. 
Tile second ring appears d u r ­ 
ing th e fourth year, and at the fifth 
y ear it is com plete. 
After that period 
an additional ring is form ed each year. 
T his rule is sufficiently plain, and even 
a }*oiing farm er needs but little practice 
to enable him to read a cow’s age on 
h er horns. 
A cow with th ree rings is 
six years old; with four she is seven 
years old. 
No new rings are form ed 
after the tenth year; the d eep er rings, 
how ever, and tho w orn appearance of 
the horns are pretty sure indications of 
old age.— E rr flange.

—Tho ground for peas should not be 
very rich. A rich soil produces vines 
instead of pods. 
—Never paper over old paper or on 
dirty walls. Scrape them and then 
wash down with water to which has 
been added borax or ammonia; wipe, 
and allow to thoroughly dry. 
—In getting ready for spring vege­ 
tables do not fear to pile on the 
manure. It is tho rank, rich growth 
which gives tho agreeable tenderness to 
them, and without an abundance of 
manure thie cannot bo done. Deep 
soil is also a great element of success. 
—Thoro is a good deal of work com­ 
prehended in the 
general term of 
“ clearing up” that must be done. Any 
accumulation of rubbish, ashes, etc., 
made during the winter should betaken 
away, for the sake of both looks and 
health. 
Kake the yards and mako the 
surroundings of house and out-buildings 
assumo a tidy and pleasant appearance. 
—Lemon Cake.—Beat to a cream 
one cup of batter and throe cups of 
powdered sugar. 
Add the yolks of live 
eggs, previously well-beaten, the juice 
and grated rind of one lemon, and a 
cup of milk with one teaspoon of sal- 
eratus (or baking powder) dissolved in 
it. Then add the whites of the eggs 
beaten to a stiff froth; sift in four cups 
of flour and boke. 
—Shako oft and otherwise remove all 
dust from black garments every tlmo 
they are worn. Nothing sooner de­ 
faces black silk, poplin or woolen than 
to wear it even for a day and then hang 
it away without removing the dust. 
8iik is best cleaned by brushing over 
with a woolen cloth; the cloth does not 
injure the fabric, as does the constant 
wearing of a clothes-brush or broom. 
—Green Pea Soup.—Put two quarts 
of green peas with four quarts water, 
boil for two hours, keening the steam 
waste supplied by fresh boiling w ater- 
then strain them from tho liquor, re­ 
turn that to the pot, rub tho peas 
through a sieve, chop an onion line. 


from sales or from uso by the family of 
tho owner, and giving all tho ex­ 
penses of the farm—not of the family 
—including the cost of boarding the 
laborers. 
It appears that from 1831 to 1841 
(that is, the first ten years,) the aver­ 
age net annual income was $1,150.51. 
I or the second period of ten years the 
annual net income w as nearly the same. 
From 1851 to 1861 it was $1,526.47; 
from 1861 to 1871 it was $2,259.89, and 
from 1871 to 1881 it was $2,261.84. It 
docs not appear that there was a varia­ 
tion of more than twenty-five per cent, 
above or bolow the average, in any ten 
years. It shows that, in the first twenty 
years, the net income or profit of tho 
farm was almost exactly ten per cent. 
on the capital Invested, ocsidcs any in­ 
crease in tho value of the land. In 
the last twenty years the net annual in­ 
come has been ten nor cent. on $22,- 
608.65, which would bo considered a 
full valuation of the land, stock and 
implements. It must be considered, in 
loo&ing at the value of the invest­ 
ment, that money at tho beginning was 
at seven per cent., and now at five per 
cent. 
Tho increased value of the farm and 
stock comes partly from th© general in­ 
crease of values, and partly from the 
improvement of the farm and stock. 
Anil the improvement of tho farm has 
been partly in tho reconstruction and 
additional convenience of the dwellings, 
which make them more valuable to tho 
family, but do not add to tho net income 
of money. Of course the use of tho 
family dwelling and its surroundings, 
and of horses and carriages for the 
family, are not counted in the fore­ 
going figures of net income, although 
tncy aro really a very excellent part of 
the profit of a farm, in addition to the 
IO per cent. shown by the figures. I 
am happy to be able to send these fig­ 
ures, because they answer tho question 
whether farming pays. 
Tho whole 
account Is in actual figures, and is kept 
in the simplest manner. I do not sup- 
{>ose that this is an exceptional case, 
)ut only one of hundreds of examples

In reference to our ob­ 
servation as to their going straight, wo 
make it, because horses, when they first 
become blind, ore timid and uncertain 
as to where to go; but when they be­ 
come accustomed to be guided by the 
bit, they learn to go with confidence 
straight on, until some indication i9 
given them to diverge from the straight 
lino.
